Sensational Developments of a 
New Gambling Ring. 


Poker House Proprietors Paying 
” g100 a Month for Protection.

A Warrant Out for the Arrest of Dan 
Wheatley, the Tailor. 


Remarkable Statements—Chief Harrigan 
on the Street—Tillotson’s Story of How He 
Was Asked to Pay for “‘Protectioh’—A 
Rigid Investigation Undertaken by the 
Chief—The Poker Room Proprietors Dis- 
gusted—Alleged Blackmailing Ring. 


Either a very bold game of blackmailing has been 
in progress for some months in this city or some 
very malicious lying has been done by a man who 
is already defendant in a gambling case, and whd. 
so far as now appears, has no end to gain by 
it. The parties whom the story. affects 
directly are the following: Joseph A. Robertson, 
ex-proprietor of the People’s Theater, who a couple 
of years ago had the position of Polke Commission- 
er almost in his grip, and whois one of the best 
known young lawyers in the city of St. Louis; Dan- 
lel Wheatley, proprietor of a merchant 
tailoring establishment in the People’s Theater 
building: Maj. Lawrence Harrigan, Chief of Police; 
John Tillotson, one of the most generally known 
sporting men in the city, and sundry gentlemen 
connected with the Police Department, who must 
have been to some degree parties if any crooked 
work has been going on.

“But what is your information?” 

“A couple of days ago a man named John 
Ti latson, whom I did not know, called here with a 
geutieman whom I do know, and made a statement 
which 

FAIRLY STARTLED ME. 
Mr. Tillotson said substantially this: He is the proprie- 
tor of a poker room, and a few nights ago his place 
No. 2636 Olive street, was raided by the police, and 
himself and his patrons arrested. He believed that 
tilis arrest was in the nature of a retaliatory act, and 
was not in the interest of law and order 
simply, anrl he had reasons he thought, for this con- 
clusion. Six or eight weeks ao he was made to be- 
lieve that Joseph Robertson and Dan Wheatley, the 
tailor, could, if he made it worth their while, protect 
his game from police interference. Disposed to 
make his game safe, he called at Wheatiey's estab- 
lishment, and there he was told to pay them 

$100 per menth 

if he wanted to run his poker game in safety. He 
was willing to enter into the arrangement, 
but he had no money to make the first payment 
with, Wheatley, who was his friend, said that 
he would advance him the money tempor- 
arily, provided he paid him at his earliest convén- 
ience. Tillotson agreed to this and Wheatley wrote 
out his own check for $100, which he handed over to 
Mr. Robertson, thereby creating an indebtedness 
against Tillotson of that amount. Wr. Robertson 
took the check and turned it over to a cierk, 
ostensibly to be cashed. The parties remained 
together in the store, and _ Tillotson was 
given to understand that the protection would come 
from me. TPresently the clerk returned with an en- 
velope supposably containing the money which 
either Robertson or Wheatley beld in his hand 
in such manner as to expose the superscription on 
the envelope, which was “Maj. L. Harrigan, Chief 
of Police.” The envelope was then sent away, sup- 
posably to be mailed, and Tillotson left the place, 
feeling satisiied that he was sure of protection. He ran 
his game that month, and was not interfered with, 
he having meanwhile paid to Wheatley the $100 
loaned to him under the circumstances I have stated. 
As the end of the month approached, he concluded 
that he could not afford to pay that amount for pro- 
tection the ensuing month, and he so informod 
Messrs. Robertson and Wheatley. They told him 
he had better pay it, but he did not, and moved his 
quarters out to what was a private residence, 
No. 2686 Olive street, whene he rana game until a 
few days ago, when the police raided him and in- 
stituted prosecution against him. Of course this 
story bore directly on me, and I was naturally very 
indignant about it." 

“Did you believe it to be true?” 

“Idid. Ihave no proof but what Tillotson’s state- 
ment afforded, but from his manner and his answers 
to the questions I put to him, I became pretty thor 
oughly convinced that he was telling the truth." 

“And what then?” 

“I consulted with the’ Prosecuting Attorney, Col. 
Claiborne, laid the facts before him, and asked 
him what could be done. He anid that the case as 
stated was clearly one of blackmail. I told him, 
then, that I desired to prosecute both Wheatley and 
Robertson for biackmail, unless on a further 
investigation ] became satisfied that they had heen 
misrepresented. I sent an officer to arrest Wheatley, 
but learned that he was absent in the East and was 
expected home this morning. He failed, however, 
to arrive, and we expect him home  to- 
night. When he comes, we will take charge of 
him and Mr. Robertson, and when I ret them and 
Tillotson together lam satisfied that I shall very 
soon know where the guilty party ia." 

“But do you think they were able to give 
any consideration for the money they got from Til- 
loteon?" 

“As to protection, do you mean’ Certainly not. 
How could they ‘protect’ anybody? I have perfect 
confidence in the department, so far as that is con- 
cerned. Still, I don’t care who gets burt; I 
am going to know what there is im the case. I laid 
the matter before the board as soon as it came to 
my knowledge, aud they are advised of my course.” 

“Do you know at whose investigation Tillotson's 
game was raided!” 

“No, I do not. The raid was made by Capt. Fran- 
gel’s men.” 

“But Capt. Frangel says that, atheugh he was 
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‘spotting’ the house on suspicion that it was a po- 
ker-house, he got a ‘straight tip’ by a message from 
Capt. Fruchte of this district.” 

“Does be? Well, let'ssee where Capt. Fruchte 
got it.” 

Capt. Frutche was sent for and soon appeared. 

“Captain,” said the Chief, “Did you notify Capt. 
Frangei a few days ago that Tillotson was running 
& game on Olive street?” 

“I did, Chief.” 

“Where did you get your information?” 

“It. was brought to me by Officer Harrison.” 

“What beat does he walk?” 

“The beat between Fourth and Sixth and Pine and 
Locust.” 

“Where did he get his information? 

“T don't know.” 

“Send for him immediateiy.” 

In less thap fifteen minutes Officer Harrison had 
been brought from his home on Cnestnut near Sev- 
enth. 

“Officer Harrison, you informed Capt. Fruchte 
that a game was running at No. 2636 Olive street?” 

* Yes, sir.” : 

“And who told yout” 

“Mr. ——.” 

“Who is he?” 

“He's a commission mefchant, and his house 
is just opposite the rear of that house, so that they 
could see what was going on inside.” 

“Anyone else tell you about it?” 

“No, sir.” 

“You may go.” . 

This showed conclusively that Mr. Tillotson's 
suspicion that he was raided at the instigation of 
either Robertson or Wheatley was incorrecf. The 
Chief said that he was not surprised, but that did 
not change the fact that the story 
was straight as to the payment of money. 
Thus the case stood at noon, but an hour after the 
Ohief determined that it would probably be better 
to take Mr. Robertson into custody without waiting 
for Wheatley, and accordingly the order went out 
for his arrest. 

THE GAMBLERS 
have been on the qui vive ever since Thursday 
afternoon, shortly after Tillotson’s call on the Chief. 
A formal notice was served on all poker players 
that evening that if they tried to run a& single 
hour thereafter, they would be shown no mercy. 
Prior to this, however, as they represent, another 
notice had been passed around on the quiet that 
there was trouble ahead, and that they 
had better look sharp for aie few 
days. Some of them attributed it 
to an editorial on gambling which the Post-D1spatcn 
had printed, and very few, if any, knew that Tillot- 
son had ‘squealed.’ Maj. Harrigan sent for Al 
Brantley, a poker dealer, who was 
understood to be paying liberally for 
‘“protection,”” and had a long session with him. 
Brantly denied, however, that he was paying a dol- 
lar to anybody, and was dismissed with the ad- 
vice to trust to no protection guarantee whatever, 
as it would not save him if caught. 
THE ARREST. 

A Post-Dispatcu reporter accompanied Mr. Rob- 
ertson tothe Four Courts. After that gentleman 
had learned that there were warrants out for his ar- 
rest, he declared his intention of going at once to 
the seat of criminal justice and facing the music. 
The reporter, at Mr. Robertson's ruyuest, remained 
in the corridor while Mr. Robertson went into the 
Chief's office. He didn’t come out again very 
soon and inguiries developed the statement from 
Chief Harrigan’s own lips that Mr. Robertson was 
under arrest. Later the reporter saw Mr. Robertson 
in the Chief's office. He said he wasn't under ar- 
rest at all, but was merely staying there to see the 
thing out. He had seen no warrant, and did not 
know what charges there were to base a warrant on. 
Hehad not spoken to any gamblers, did not know 
any and had not guaranteed anybody any protection 
from the police. 

“The only gambling case in which Iwas ever in- 
terested,” said Mr. Robertson,“*was that of Tillotson, 
which I defended in the Court of Criminal Correc 
tion six weeks ago. I got $50 for defending that 
case, and it was the only gambier’s money I ever 
handled. There is absolutely no foundation for these 
stories, and no reason for my arrest. This whole. 
business will be cleared up inside of a few minutes 
We are waiting for the men and documents now." 


JOHNS TILLOTSORN, 

the proprietor of the raided poker-room, although 
he declined to makea statement for publication, 
has related the following account of his experience 
with Wheatly and Robeson, and itis upon this in- 
formation that Robertson's arrest was ordered by 
Chief Harrigan. When John Tillotson and Arthur 
Harrison were running a game of poker at Hurst's 
Hotel, they were raided by the police. Tillotson, on 
the advice of a friend, employed Mr. Seward as his 
attorney to defend him. Mr. Seward stated that 
there was a clear case against Tillotson, and that he 
apprehended the gravest results from the prosecu- 
tion. Dan. Wheatley, the tailor, under the People’s 
Theater, called upon Tillotson and asked him whom 
he had employed to defend him. The latter said 
Seward. Wheatly asked; “Db you want to get off 
without any trouble?” 

“TI do,” said Tillotson. 

“Then give me $50 for Joe Robertson, and he'll fix 
you.” 

The $50 was given, and Robertson, as per 


agreement, got Tillotson off, the case being | 


dismissed with costs by Judge Noonan. A few 
days later Wheatley sent for Tillotson to come 
to his tailor shop, and following, verbatim, is Tiliot- 
son's statement of what followed upon his visit. 
“I do not remember the day. but it was a fow days 
after my dismissal [ went into Wheatley’s tailor 
shop,and found Wheatley there: Joe Robertson 
came in afterwards.

Some time ago a young man of this city 
took it into his head to extend 
the circle of his female acquaintances. 
He wanted to meet some young ladies in whose so- 
ciety he would find a larger latitude of enjoyment, 
probably, than among those he already knew. So 
he caused the following personal to be published on 


August 0th last: 
TFIERSONAL—Wanted, by two young gentlemen, stran- 
gers in the city, of good address and lots of monéy, the 
acquaintance of two charming young ladies; object, social 
anusement. Address K 13, this offi¢e. 
He, of course, received the usual large number of 
réplies that such advertisements always call forth. 
Only one answer caused him any astonishment. 


That answer came from an intelligence office, and 

the writer claimed to be the manaver of the con- 

cern. It was written on the back of the following 
circular:

| keeps a notorious house on Pine street, near Tenth. 
| was in the habit of sending messenger boys to a cer- 
| tain intelligence office within the city limite, when- 
ever she needed agirl in her estabiishment—and

Commercial Notes. 


The imports into the United Kingdom during the 
t week amounted to 2,340,000 bushels of wheat, 
,000 bushels of corn, and 162,500 barrels of flour, 
against 2,340,000 bushels of wheat, 1,500,000 bushels 
of corn, and 142,500 barrels of flour for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The consumption of 
flour and wheat in Great Britain during the past 
week is estimated to have exceeded the importa- 
tions and farmers’ deliveries of wheat by a quantity 
equal to about 28,750 bushels, and consequently re- 
ducing the visible supply in the United Kingdom 
that much.——It has been proposed by the Chicago 
authorities to assess for taxes ail grain in store. The 
Board of Trade says that grainin store is simply 
property in transit, and cannot fairly be assessed for 
taxes. The proposition to assess this class of prop- 
erty, if it became alaw, would simply compel the 
elevators to raise their rates. The advanced rates 
would have to be met by the shippers and receivers, 
and = the fina effect of the plan 
would be that the farmer would 
receive less forhis grain.——-The Walnut Valley 
Times, El Dorado, Kan., states that “Putti 500 
bushels of corn in a car. it would require 400, 
to carry the corn that will be grown in Kansas 
year. Aliowing twenty cars to a train, 20,000 trains 
would be necessary, and giving toevery train the 
space of one-fourth of a mile, the procession would 
be 5,000 miles long. If the cars were twenty-five feet 
long, and put in a solid train, the string would reach 
two-thirds the way from Boston to San cisco. 
Some corn that.” The above is based on a crop of 
200,000,000 bushels, and it may seem 
like “counting chickens before they 
are hatched,” but it is satisfactory to know that 
the nt outlook seems to justify the statements. 
—— The stock of wheat in store has increased 124.000 
bu since last Saturday, No. 2 red increasing 100,000 
bu; withdrawals from elevators for the past week 
were 76,573 bu to city mills, 269,813 bu for rail and 
74,364 bu for river shipment. Stock of corn 66,500 
bu larger to-day than a week ago, No.2 mixed in- 
creasing 26.500 bu; week's withdrawals 42,614 bu 
to city. 38,377 bu to railroads, 52,281 bu to river. 
Stock of oats 8,500 bu larger, but No. 2 decreased 
12,900 bu: week's withdrawals 18,106 bu to city, 3 569 
bu to railroads, 6,617 bu to river.——This is how 
they trade in the pit just now: “Ill give seven- 
eighths and four for October wheat,”’ shouted Tom 
Carter. “Sold!” responded Oswald Graves. “I'll 
ive seven-eighths and four for October,” chipped 
n Doc Smith. “Sold!” eagerly exclaimed Tom Car- 
ter; “put that down to Oswald.”

| A DANGEROUS GROWTH. 

Mr. Epwarp ATKinson has shown by sta- 
tistics taken from the United States census, the 
reports of various railway commissioners and 
different government bureaus, that while there 
has been an enormous reduction in the cost of 
transportation by railway during the last fif- 
teen years—a reduction so great that it costs 
only about half as much now as it did in 1869 
to transport merchandise—there has been no 
corresponding reduction in the market price of 
the necessities of life; that is to say, bread, beef, 
etc., fetch quite as high prices in the market as 
they did on a gold basis in 1869. 

In spite of the fact that cattle are raised on 
the free pasture of the plains much more cheap- 
ly than beef was ever produced before, and in 
spite of the great reduction in the cost of trans- 
portation, the consumers are paying double the 
price that beef brought when their supplies 
were produced nearer marketand on higher 
priced land. Mr. ATKINSON accounts for this 
remarkable fact by suggesting that 
the meat trade is organized and  con- 
ducted as a monopoly. A Wyoming stock- 
raiser testified before the privy seal of Great 
Britain that a Chicago ring practically controls 
the beef trade of the East and West, and the 
shipments to England,.and that a competing 
route from the plains through Canada, and 
avoiding Chicago, was very desirable as a 
means of breaking the power of this ring to fix 
the prices on the Atlantic sea-board and to con- 
trol shipments to England. The managers, when 
the supply threatens to lower the price of beef 
in the Eastern cities, send large droves to En- 
gland and sell the beef there for less than the 
New York and Boston prices. 

The tendency of the this 
country is to the organization of the vari- 
ous lines of trade in pooling combina- 
tions, and to the operation of them all as mon- 
oplies, with all the autocratic power of 
mighty aggregations of capital. What has 
been accomplished by this sort of thingin the 
transportation business, the oil trade, the coal 
trade, the iron trade and divers other lines of 
business, has prompted a resort to the system of 
monopoly policy not only in the grain trade and 
production trade, but in the production of 
grain and meat. The cultivation of Minnesota 
is passing into the hands of great corporations. 
They are gobbling up and fencing the lands of 
Texas and of the entire New West and concen- 
trating the cattle business in the hands of a few 
incorporated combinations of wealth. The 
State of Mississippi has conferred upon a com- 
pany of capitalists a charter under which they 
can engage in and control by the power of com- 
bined capital every trade interest and industrial 
avocation in the State. 

There is no telling where this sort of thing 
will stop. It may attaina development which 
will crush out ail individual enterprise and in- 
dependence, and reduce the masses to the con- 
dition of corporation serfs or subjects, em- 
ployed, fed, clothed and governed by boards of

Taz recent successful attempts to gain Uni- 
vérsity privileges forwomen in England has fired 
the advocates of the rights of the sex in other parts 
of Europe, and the movement has even been started 
in conservative Germany. A wealthy believer in 
higher education for girls offered to give Heidel- 
berg University an endowment of 100,000 marks on 
condition that women be admitted to the lectures.

The ave number of hairs on the 
head is about 120,000. is calculation is based upon 
the ascertained fact that a square inch of the head 
of a person wbo has an average head of hair con- 
tains by actual count 1,000 hairs approximately. In 
early days the kings of France used to pluck a single 
hair from the h and bestow it upon one of their 
attendants as a token of favor. The hair grows from 
eight to ten inches a year. It has been found that it 
grows faster in the day time than at night and faster 
in the summer than in winter. Light and sun evi- 
dently have an influence on the growth of the hair, 
as on other vegetable products. 

It isthe almost universal ign 
the Posy of the hair that leads ple to 
spend money uselessiy on “hair-restorer’ and 
similar nostrums, when itis no longer possible to 
renew its growth. So longas the hair bulbs are 
healthy the hair can be made to w, but once the 
roots are dead itis impossible. Ifthe skin hasa 
white, polished appearance, such as one sees on the 
sealps of old gentlemen who have lost their hair in 
the course of nature, and which has been compared 
to the appearance of a billiard ball; ifit does not 
easily become red when rubbed, then the patient had 
better spend his money on something more useful 
than philocomes or trichogenes. 

The best hair-restcrer known is soft tepid water, 
used with a sponge, and white Castile soap. This 
puts the scalp in good order, removes the scales, and 
stimulates the growth of the hair. 

Womer on age suffer froma gradual falling 
ont or thinning of the hair between the ages 
of 20 and he hair has a dry, 
withered look, and the partings become painfully 
visible. The young lady who is thus troubled 
usually becomes alarmed, and after trying every 
‘*hair-restorer”’ she sees advertised, has

with the idea that this last heroic measure 1s sure to 
save her from the baldness she fears. The fact is, 
that the difficulty arises from some definite cause, 
which, once ascertained, must be attacked before 
the trouble can be cured. This cause may lie in the 
condition of the scalp itself, or it may depend = 
some disturbed action of some internal organ. 'S- 
vepsia isa frequent cause of loss of hair. he 
lood may be out of order, or the trouble may be 
referred todebility. These are the deep-seated 
causes of the falling out of the hair, and must be 
attended to before a cure caa take place. 
* Ifthere is ascurfi.ess present treatment must 
begin with castile soap and tepid water. After two 
weeks the followi solution should be rubbcd 
in gently with a soft toothbrush, morning and even- 
ing. Strong decoction of peruvian bark, one-half 
int.

lycerine, one tablespoonfnll. Once every 
other day — not after — the following 
lotion’should be applied in asimilar manner: Cas- 
tor oil, one ounce; ammonia (strong), one ounce; 
best French brandy, two ounces; rose water, six 
ounces. 

This treatment is recommended by one of the 
greatest living authorities on the subject. If it is 
not efficacious, shaving the head may be resorted 
to. In this case, the head should be shaved once a 
week for three months, and the scalp stimulated 
daily by cold baths and friction. 

The variety of baldness which appears in bare 
spots, while the hair around them is thick as ever, 
may often be healed by rubbing ae into 
the spots morning and evening with a little oil of 
turpentine. This is an ancient remedy. 

—_ generally—those who have a healthy 
growth of hair—do not pay much attention'to the 
care of the hair aad . e head should be 
given athorough washing once a week; the scalp 
cannot be healthy unlessitis keptclean. After 
the head is washed the soap should be thoroughly 
removed with pure water. The best bair wash is: 
Borax powder, a teaspoonful; soft water, a quart; 
oil of lavender, sufficient to scent. 

There is a precept in hair-dressing which cannot 
be too widely known, It is this: Wash the scalp, 
but not the hair; comb the hair, but not the scalp. 

Doctors disagree as to the advisability of cutting 
the hair. Men's hair is always kept short, yet it 
falls out sooner than women’s. When the hair 
splits and withers at the ends it is asign that there 
is not sap enough to support so great a length, and 
the best remedy is to cut off an inch or two, else it 
will become sickly and fall out. The withering at 
the end is the warning nature gives. The hair of 
female children should be kept at a medium 
length—not over six inches—until they are fourteen 
or fifteen years of age, when it may be aliowed to 
grow. 

In curling the hair, care should be taken that it is 
not wound too tight in curl-papers or about the 
curling stick, as the strain upon the roots hurts it. 
The heat of the curling-tongs destroys the life of 
the hair—which is but a delicate vegetable, and 
after a few years the use of them is sure to 
propagate baldness. The preparations known as

POWDERING THE HAIR

In 1705 Wm. Pitt estimated that $6,000,000 worth of 
flour was consumed in the United Kingdom for hair 
wder. This must have mn an over-estimate. 
he powder most prized for the hair is called Cyprus 
powder. The moss on which the reindecr feeds is 
dug from under the snow-drifts and pulverized. This 
is mixed with an equal part of the finest starch, and 
the result is Cyprus powder. After it is used it should 
be carefully washed off, for it will otherwise injure 
the skin. 

Greyness of the hair simply indicates a loss of pig- 
ment, and there is no remedy known to therapeutics 
which will will restore its color, although it may 
be dyed. Foolish women frequently bleach their 
hair, witha view to becoming artificial blondes. 
Various chemical mixtures are used for this pur- 

The bleached hair generally falls out, being 
deprived of its vitality by the operation, and leaves 
the victims of their own vanity baid before their 
time, 

The “chignon” is said to have come originally 
from the Zulus who wore them, but this derivation 
is not warranted as true, a century ago every one 
wore a Wig. 

It is assuredly far worse to have too much than too 
littie hair. Nothing can be more destructive to 
beauty than a growth of bair where hair ought not 
to be. In brunettes there is a liability to the appear- 
ance of a delicate mustache on the upper lip. 
After a certain age, icularty in single women, 
the chin and upper lip areaptto be invaded by a 
stubble by no meansattractive. “Bearded women,” 
are supposed to owe their hirsute decoration to an 
over-excited condition of the hair bulbs. Oriental 
ladies have a horror of superfluous hair, and the 
mest anciently-known depilatories came from the 
Kast. The secret preparation used in the Asiatic 
harems, called “Rusma,” has been found upon 
analysis to be composed of a form of arsenic and

He denied 
the fact that he had married Zulime, and whenshe 
came back and pushed the case in the egy om 
court, she was unable to succeed. She finally took 
up with a Dr. Gardette, and lived with him until he 
died. Butwhile Clarke would have nothing tolo 
with the mother he took good care of the child. 
Myra Clarke was well educated by him and was 
treated by him as a daughter. He went again into 
Indian trading at New Orleans and amassed an im- 
mense fortune. In 1813, just seventy years ago, he 
died, and a will was produced showing that all his 

roperty was left to his mother and the city of New 
Yrieans. Myra Clarke, then only 17 years old, was 
— popes penniless, and the executors took charge 
of the estate. When Myra Lge to the age of 20 she 
married a Mr, Whitney, and then she began to con- 
test the will. She claimed she was the only legitimate 
daughter of Daniel Clarke and that the property 
was hers. Her claim was at once hotly contested, 
and Mr. Whitney died before it was tried. The 
widow continued to prosecute the suit. Shortly 
afterwards she married Gen. Gaines, and he entered 
into the case as warmly as herself. The case was 
tried in New Orleans. it was lost. It was carried 
to the Supreme Court at Washington. It was agaiu 
lost. In 1852 it seemed a hopeless fight, and at this 
time Gen. Gaines died. ut Myra was not dis- 
couraged, and shortly after this time she discovered 
a will executed by her father, certifying that she 
was his only child and creating her his sole heir. 
Upon this she again went before the courts in New 
Orleans. She again lost. She again appealed to the 
Supreme Court at Washington, and here, in 1561, 
she obtained a judgment confirming this will and 
giving her the whole property left her by her 
father und the rents thereof for the t thirtv 
years. Then the war broke out and justice was 
again delayed. Another suit became necessary in 
the courts at New Orleans, owing to some tech- 
nicalities, but she won that. It is now appealed to 
the — 3 Court again for final hearing. Whether 
she will live to see it acted on is uncertain, for she 
is now 78 years old and quite feeble. 


Horses vs. Bicyclists. 

The horse vs. bicycle race to be held at the Union 
Grounds Sunday afternoon, September 7, at 4 
o'clock and ending Sunday night, September 14, at 
11 o'clock, will certainly be the most exciting and 
novel event ever witnessed in the bicycle line in this 
city. The contestants are Charles M. Anderson, the 
champion long distance equestrian of America, Mile 
Armaindo, the champion lady bicyclist of the 
world, and an unknown bicyclist. The 
bicyclists will ride on an inner track 
of wood,  five-end-one-eighth laps to the 
mile, while Anderson will ride his racers on the 
cinder trac tive laps to the mile. During the con- 
test the number of laps covered by each contestant 
will be bulletined on an immense black-board, andt 
the whole proceedings will be carried on so openly 
that fair play will be guaranteed not 
only to the contest ants, but to the 
public. The reguiszr prices of ad mission 
will be charged to the grounds on the day of the 
contest, viz: 50 cents to the reserved seats, and w 
cents to all other parts of the grounds. Boys will be 
admitted for a fee of 10 cents. During the contest 
a band of music will be continually in attend- 
ance, and at night the grounds. will be 
made bright as day by the use of electric lights. 
Anderson will arrive here with his trainer and string 
of horses to-night. Mile. Armaindo and her un. 
known partner willcome in on Monday. She writes 
that sbe is confident of success for the bicyclists, 
and says that if Anderson wins this race he will 
have to ride further than ever before. The follow- 
ng are the articles of agreement of the race:

alternate, each one riding their bicycle half :n hour. 

5: The numl of miles Anderson makes on his 
horses shall be added together, the aggregate to be 

laced against the combined number of miles made 

y Armaindo and The Unknown; the maker of the 
greater number of miles to be declared the winner 
of the race. 

6. That Anderson shall not be assisted on or off his 
horses at any time during the race.

8. The time of riding shall be fifty-six hours, seven 
hours daily, from 4 to 11 p. m. each day. 

9. That the track shall be so constructed that the 
outer track, to be used by Anderson, shali be not 
more than five laps to the mile.

“THE PRINCESS.” 


Remarkable Story of a Modern Wom- 
an Cagliostro. 


How Vanderbliit Consulted Her and How 
She Betrayed Him—The Alleged Daughter 
of Lola Montez and the King of Bavaria— 
Stranger Than Fiction. 


Correapondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 27.—There are many peculiar 
and interesting persons in New York. One ofthe 
best known is William H. Vanderbilt. Less known, 
perhaps, but hardly less interesting, is Mrs. Editha 
Lola Diss DeBar, alias Annie Solomon, alias Madame 
Cagliostro, alias Mrs. Munnell, alias the Princess 
Lola of Bavaria. Mr. Vanderbilt sold Maud S., the 
fastest trotter in the world, the other day, and it is 
reported that he has lost nearly $50,000,000 in the 
depreciation of the pasttwelve months. Withina 
few days the “Princess Lola” has figured conspicu- 
ously in the police courts, owing primarily to a little 
financial embarrassment in connection with her 
board bill. It has not occurred to any one else, 80 
far as I know, to associate these two circumstances 
or to draw any particular inference from them, Yet 
it is not a very long time since the names of Vander- 
bilt and 

THIS WOMAN OF MANY ALIASES 

were freely mentioned together. It will be remem- 
bered that during thetrial of the Vanderbilt wili 
case there was much positive testimony to the effect 
that the dead Commodore was a firm believer in spir- 
itualism and clairvoyancy, and that he frequently 
consulted a certain Mrs. Munnell, who united in her- 
self the functions of a clairvoyant and spiritualistic 
medium. This person was “The Princess,” and ber 
history, which I happen to know well,is a strange 
one. 

Not yet quite 40, ofa stylish figure, though tend- 
ing to embonpoint, handsomely shaped head, dark 
hair and eyes, clear complexion and regular feat- 
ures, “The Princess” carries herself with an air de- 
cidedly distingue. Always stylishly though quietly 
dressed and talking with perfect self-possession in 
soft, full tones, her presence and conversation are 
really imposing. Nay more, thanks to an indefina- 
ble personal magnetism more than to any acquired 
gifts, she can be positively charming when she 
lists. But, as Mrs. Mayo has testified, “the Princess 
has a temper of her own.” 

According to her own story the woman isa 
daughter of the late king of Bavaria and Lola 
Montez, the famous danseuse. Not a “natural” 
daughter, as has been reported, but a legitimate 
princess of the blood royal; in proof of which she 
has been known to exhibit carelessly an alleged 
certificate of her alleged mother’s marriage to the 
king. She is fond of alluding to the eccentricities 
of her “poor dear, brother Ludwig” and affects to 
share his passion for Wagner's music. When she 
came bere first she said she had been 
living in Philadelphia “since her 
return from abroad.” Her apartments 
in the lower part of a large old house in Clinton 
place were filled with pictures and bric-a-brac of 
the oddest kind. Many of them, she said, were 
heirlooms. She dressed handsomely at this time, 
kept an elegant brougham and team, a French 
cook, a French maid, a French nurse and a French 
husband. 

BEFORE COMMODORE VANDERBILT'S 
last fliness he was a frequent visitor at this house, 
and she was always promptly admitted to the pri- 
vate office at the back of the Commodore's house in 
Washington place, two blocks away. She professed 
the highest respectability and Episcopalianism, at- 
tended Grace Church and made her way into the 
graces of some nice families for an evanestent 
period. Her husband, whom nobody ever saw, was 
represented as a man of an old Legitimist family, 
forced by the political mutations of 
his country to seek employment for 
his wealth in the New World. 
After the Commodore's death it issaid that the 
Princess extended her influence over his eldest son. 
Her brougham was well known by the porters of 
the Grand Central Depot, and she had long consulta- 
tions with the railroad magnate. It was by follow. 
ing her advice on these occasions, she once boasted 
in a confidential moment, that William H. made the 
succession of lucky coups in Wall street that nearly 
doubled his fortune. It is said that for more than a 
year the millionaire relied so much upon the Prin- 
cess’ wisdom that he undertook scarcely a move 
onthe street without consulting her. Impressed 
not only by the story of her royal origin and impos- 
ing appearance, but. by a superstitious belief in her 
pretended spiritualistic power. he believed himself 
to be guided through her medium by the rarefied 
wisdom of his dead father. At last. 
80 THE STORY GOES, 
he found that somebody was systematically dis- 
counting his plans and taking the wind out of his 
speculative sails, as it were. He made up his mind 
that his orders were betrayed, and, suspecting Jay 
Gould, of courere he put one of Pinkerton's detec- 
tives on the scent. Ina short time it was discovered 
to the amazement and grief of W.H.V., that the bold 
speculator who was ‘‘getting the best of him” was 
none other than his sage guide, philosopher and 
friend, ““‘The Princess." The next time the brouch- 
am bearing on the panels the royal arms of Ba- 
varia drove up to the entrance to the central offices 
its fair occupant was informed that 
Mr. Vanderbilt was “out.” After sev- 
eral similar experiences she made up her mind 
that her little game had been“dropped on.” and that 
no more diamonds, or pictures or checks were to be 
expected from that quarter. She consoled herself 
with the reflection that her nest was pretty wel) 
feathered and she had enough to live quietly on. 
And so she would have had were she not a complete 
victim of the speculative mania. She had made 
and lost several fortunes when the panic of 187% 
almost cleaned her out. Horses and brourcham 
were sold, and as their equivalent was swallowed up 
in the maelstrom of Wall Street she had to sell her 
diamonds. These kept her a year or so longer, 
though she had frequent quarrels with her landlord, 
and was obliged to change her servants frequently. 
Then she fell back onthe pictures— 
the “almost priceless gems,” gathered 
by W. H. V. abroad. To her disgust she found that 
they were almost worthless, having been selected by 
the millionaire himself before he had wisely learned 
to obtain the judgement of one who knew something 
of art. Then she 
“GAVE SFANCES” 
and “told fortunes” at different places, adding to 
ber precarious income by dabbling in art on her own 
account. A little less thantwo yearsago she con- 
trived to get an ingenious advertisement by having 
a quarrel with a poor Irish servant girl who was in- 
considerate enough to demand her wages when dis- 
charged. A policeman was called in. and, pointing 
to the wreck of an overturned chair and easel and a 
lot of broken china strewed about the room, “Her 
Roya! Highness," in sad tones, ordered the arrest of 
the dazed and half-witted girl, whom she had just 
raised from the floor. The girl,she charged, had 
rushed furiously at her with an umbrella. 
knocking her over and driving the weapon through 
a painting of a Dutch interior by Teniers, valued at 
$1,500. Then she smashed severa) specimens of rare 
old Sevres, and threw over and jumped upon a por- 
trait of the Duchess of Kent, by Sir Peter Lely. Her 
air distingue, her aristocratic language and her 
former French maid, who accompanied her as a wit- 
ness (altogether superfiuously). induced the impres- 
sible magistrates at the Tombs to send the poor serv- 
aut girl to Blackwell's Island for nine months 
Since then ‘the Princess™ bas not been heard of in 
public until her appearance in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court last week, when she charged her land- 
lady, Mra. Florence Mayo, with an insane intention 
on the life of her child.

NO ROOM TO PRAY. 


Crowded Condition of Churches in 
the Iniquitous Capital. 
———— Oe 
The Difficulty of Hearing ‘ Fashionable 
Preachers on the Sabbath—Good Music at 
a Colored Chapel—Society Gossip. 


Special Correspondence to the Post-Dispatch, 

WasninaTon, August 30.—The first thing which 
Washington society will find to do on its return will 
be to give some attention to its new churches. It is 
just announced that work isto begin at once on a 
new chapel on Connecticut avenue, near the home 
of Mr. Justice Matthews and the British Legation, 
and that Mrs. Blaine has subscmbed $2,500 towards 
its completion. This is. to be an outgrowth of the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian Church, which is 
one of the most fashionable churches of the city. 
This church has long been crowded beyond its 
capacity, and a number of its members living in the 
northwestern part of the city bave been talking of 
the construction of a building and the reorganiza- 
tion of a society in the more fashionable quarter. 
This much talked of project is now, it seems, to be 
realized. Besides this, there are numerous other en- 
terprises of the same sort elsewhere in the city. 
Washington has already probably a larger number 
of handsome churches for its population than any 
other city in the country, yet there are probahly a 
round dozen handsome and costly church edifices 
in various stages of completion in the city now. 
| Washington is supposed to be a very wicked place, 
but there is probably more church-going here’ than 
in any place of ita size in the country. Even now 
there are what would be considered large congrega- 
tions at all the leading churches, and in winter, when 
the city is full of peop!e, you must go early if you 
expect to get seats at any of the prominent churches. 
It is no uncommon thing to see people turned away 
from the church doors unabie to obtain sittings. 
To-day it is impossible to lease pewsor sittings for 
love or money at certain of the churches. And it 
is not because of the excellence of the preaching, 
either. Asarule the preachers of Washingion are 
not good. There is not what could be called a first- 
class preacher in any pulpit in this city. Neither is 
the music so especially good. There is a colored 
Catholic church where the music is excellent, but 
the preaching execable. 

AT THE PRESIDENT'S CHURCH 

there is a choir of boys, who are quite an attraction, 
and a preacher who comes nearer — first-class 
than any other in the city, but there is little use of 
trying to hear him, for every seat is taken and you 
must stand unti! the preliminary service is over, and 
if you are by chance able to get a seat then you are 
not in a form of mind to profit by it. As for hiring 
a pew ora sitting at this church, that is an im- 
possibility. Even the most uncomfortable seats in 
the gallery are snatched ~ with the greatest 
promptness when opportunity offers. So that 
society will rather welcome the opportunity of see- 
ing new churches built and decicated and put into 
practical use on its return this month. The new 
Presbyterian Church, alluded to above as an out- 
growth of the New York Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, will take away several prominent members 
from that organization, among them Mr. Justice 
Matthews and family, who are prominent members 
of the New York Avenue Church. Secretary Folger, 
who has a pew there, may also change, though as 
his term here is short, it is doubtful if he does 
80. Should Mr. Blaine be elected, 
new chapel will bably be the 
“President's Church," or, although Mr. 
and Mrs. Blaine are both members of the Congrega- 
tional Church in their city, Augusta, they seem to 
favor the Presbyterian Church when here, Mra 
Blaine being a regular attendant upon the New 
York Avenue Church, and Mr. Blaine dividing his 
attention between these and St. Matthew's Catholic 
Cuare. where he accompanies his daughter occa- 
sionally.

contemplative. Life would be purer.nobler, higher, 
and in the case of women, clear, defined and above- 
board. As it is at present, the girl lives in shadow- 
land. She is told and knows nothing beyond what 
stolen knowledge she can glean. She is pitchforked 
into the world without experience. She becomes a 
wife fresh from the ignorance of the school-room. 
She becomes a mother without the education that 
should fit her to be one.” Hence result the 
thousands of unhappy marriages which dim the 
world with their tears. Hence the lamentable pict- 
ure of divided homes, of estranced husbands and 
wives, of children upon whose brows are stamped 
the curse that strikes them with its ill omened sign— 
born of ill-assorted unions, It has been so, it is 60, 
and it will be so until that time shall arrive when the 

oral education of women will be 60 
conducted as to place them in a position to face 
and understand their future, and to judge and 
choose for themselves a line of life of which they 
are cognizant beforehand. Until the step which

career of brutal persecution, insult and robbery of 
the people, and of violations of the laws of navious, 
of war and of hur riuaity, which is without a parallel 
in modern. if not, indeed, in ancient, history. The 
eight months of Lis reign are 60 crowded wih mei 
dents of brutal violence and venal extortion that a 
large octave wouid be required for their full recital. 
This judgment of civilized mankind does 
not rest upon the charges and testi- 
mony of his enemies and victims, hor 
is it dictated or occasioned ty any of the passions 
excited by our unhappy etvil strife. The govern- 
ment which Butler ass:med to represent, its high- 
est officiais and judiciary have furnished the strong- 
est proofs of his guilt. His helpless victims were 
never veeded to testify nor were ever heard 
in support of the charges against him. 
Sectional and partisan prejudices sealed their lips 
and hushed theirery for vengeance, for éven the 
Ineage;r sal iafaction of the historical condemnation 
aud exposure of their : 
OPPRESSOR AND DESPOILER. 

Such at least has been the fate of his native vic- 
times, it was only when foreign-born citizens 
teil under his ruthless grasp and when peace had 
restored the reign of law and judicial authority and 
process and the sense of right and justice m the 
conquering sections, that, even in thefew cases in 
which the injured parties bad the spirit and ability 
to bring Butier to a bar of justice and compel fretri- 
bution for his misdeeds, this authentic testi- 
mony was furnished and became of record in our 
public archives. His various spoliations and 
outrages on foreiguers—even on the official 
agents of the great powers of Europe 
were early brought to the attention 
of the government at Washington by the foreiga 
ministers, An investigation was ordered and a <is- 
tinguished civilian and statesman was sent thither 
to investigate the charges made by consuls and for- 
eign residents against Builer, of ruthless acts of 
despoilment of private property. of personal indig- 
nities and denial of common and treaty rights.

The two most conspicuous of the 
charges investicated and adjudged by Mr. Johnson 
related to the seizure of a large amount of gold de 
posited with the Consul fer the Netherlands in pay- 
ment of bonds due by the Citizens’ Bank ($400,100) to 
the banking house of Hope & Co., Amsterdam, The 
gold was seized hy a detail of Federal soldiers with 
extreme vicience, as ordered by Butler, who took 
this large amount of gold into his possession, and, 
with further large amounts taken from citizens, 
retained the aggregate for many months, and 
emploved it, in conjunction with his brother, A. J. 
Butier,and Jacob Barker, in the most extensive and 
exclusive operations, e:ipbracing the whole trade 
and commerce of the city. Thus these piundering 
conspirators became possessed of all'the produet 
stored inthe city and of @monopoly of ail the pre- 
visions and supplies for the subeistence of the peo- 
ple, who, by military orders of the most menacing 
pliase, were «« pipel ed to sell to and purchase 
from A. J. LButier at prices fixed by him, and to 
pay and receive in such currency = as 
Butler might order.

Theat bank had retained its large specie de- 
posits when the other banks had sent 
ineirs into the ¢ ‘onfederacy Sutier hungered for 
Lis iarge amount of spece., Not sAtisfied with the 
seuzure of the $400,000 deposited with the consul of 
tue Netherlands, he sought some pretext to seize 
ihe remainder of its specie. A petition which was 
favorabiy acted on by the Senate Committee on 
Ciaims at the last SeSSiON of Con- 
KTess presented the facts of his pro 
ceedings agaiast the bank for this purpose. 
Seizing all the books of the bank he discovered that 
the bauk directory —(the bank being the fiscal agent 
of the city—had, in common with all other large 
capitalists, subscribed to what. was called the “City 
Detense Fund,” payable in installments. Tne sum 
subscribed by the Citizens’ Bauk was $112,000. One 
installment had paid. Before the 
others becaine city was 
occupied by forces. This 
whole sum was demanded and, on a menace of bail- 
and-chain imprisonment, was delivered in gold and 
deposited in Jacob Barker's bank, into which were 
guthered ali the spoijs of the brotoers. Next, he 
discovered that there were large baiances and de- 
posits due Northern citizens by the bank, and, con- 
stituting himseif the collecting attorney of the cred- 
itors, be demanded tnmediate payment in gold of 
ail debts due bi the bank. to . Northern 
banks and merchants, and even the foreigners, 
‘Lhese amounts were also carted to the 
RESERVOIRS OF HIS SPOITS 
from old Jacob Barkers bank, to be used in the 
grand speculations of the Butler brothers, in the 
purchase of products, of provisions and Confederate 
notes. Thed scovery ola deposit of over $200,000 
in the Citizens’ Bank suggested anpoth- 
er demand upon the _ inexhaustible source 
of ail the capital ol the Butlers, 
employed in their nefarious operations. The bank 
being, prohibited from paying this money te its 
creditors, was notified by ben Butler, through an 
order, that it would be a wise and prudeut act to 
get rid of the same. Atany rate A. J. was on hand 
Lo make the uberai offer oi +344 cents on the dollar. 
The offer was accepted, and this mass of paper was 
quickiy dumped into the Butler reservoir. ‘lhe city 
having in the bank a deposit of the sum of $50,000, 
Gen, Sheip.ey, acting mayor of the city, was re- 
quested and directed to make a like disposition of 
the city deposits. Thus a large aynount of confed- 
erate hotes baving been gathered Ih by the Butlers, 
A. J.procecus to inake iarge contracts with the vari- 
ous resident dealers for supphes which he had “not 
imported under his exclusive privilege and monopoly. 
There was a special demand for tobacco, sugar 
and the various articles of ship-chandlery, such as 
paints, tar, turpentine and resin, which were de- 
livered on his order, but not paid for until after 
the issue of Butters order, forbidding the use of 
Confederate notes in tradeand in all other trans-. 
actions. When these contracts were made there 
was no other currency in use except gold and 
Confederate notes. Butier had managed 
to discredit and shut out his now best currency, to- 
wit: greenbacks. ‘Thus Confederate money was 
maintained at good rates, and persons were, quite 
willing to deliver their goods to ve paid for in VCon- 
federate money.
